The Rush County Board of Commissioners met in reguksiae, Monday, May 9, 2011
with Commissioners, Tom Barnes, Marvin Cole, Ken MesstDeborah Adams, Auditor, and
Leigh Morning, County Attorney in attendance.

Commissioner Tom Barnes called the meeting to orden Barnes made the correction to
have the wordwhat” struck from the sentence: Tom Barnes spoke that heetasclined to
tell any man whaor how he will plant his field.

AREA PLAN
Bill Todd, Area Plan Director, had several items to bbefpre the commissioners:

« MOSCOW- Todd approached the commissioners regarding the strimtated on the
west side of the Moscow Covered Bridge. Todd reported tmplaints had been
received indicating that the location was a junk yard. Tioddated that following
letters being sent to the Wendel's regarding the questiproperty, the Wendel's agreed
to the placement of a fence around the property. Atabke of May 1, 2011 was set to
remove the structure. Todd reported that clean up had laegulirs. Wendel had
contacted him asking for an extension due to the recmst fBodd noted that
Commissioner Marvin Cole had also made a site visittawds apparent that diligent
efforts had been made. Todd reported that a thirty (30) dapsgah had been granted to
the Wendel's. A letter has been issued indicating a Ju2011 deadline. Todd will
provide a copy to the commissioners.

Several members of the audience were present anddishe heard. Commissioner
Tom Barnes informed everyone that this meeting had not déeertised as a public hearing.

Barnes explained his reactiomn Mdicated that the house is seven
feet (7’) from the road. Barnes advised Mann that ifieftethis was a health hazard to register a



complaint with the health department. Mann also shidnatche wanted to make a formal
request surrounding unsafe building concerns of theehous

Mann was informed that Rush County does not have an unsiédéng code as many
other counties in Indiana also do not have unsafe buildingscdfash County currently has no
funds available to tear down the buildings or to fund the positi@a code enforcement officer.

The Commissioners were questioned if the fence arthendtructure on the west side of
the Covered Bridge was paid at the cost of the tax payevwgas reported that the Wendel's
paid for the fence. The county only assisted with thesicaction of the fence around the
structure.

Mike Olsen of Milroy stated he lived a quarter milerfrthe site. Olsen stated that he
had called the courthouse regarding varmints at theeho@Isen shared concerns and
guestioned if the Wendel's have insurance on the buildingygtitat children will be children.
